An alarm from the levee in front of the 
city has just been sounded and every able- 
bodied man and youth is hurrying to the 
rescue. The distressing condition now ex- 
isting in this great valley cannot be ade- 
quately described.

HAVANA, March 2%.—Gen. Hernandez 
Velasco, continuing his operations in the 
hills of Pinar del Rio, with the columns 
of troops under his command, was engaged 
yesterday morning at Cabazedas de Rio, 
Hondo District, with an insurgent force 
numbering about 100 men under Gen. Ruis 
Rivera. The insurgents were dispersed and 
their position was captured after an hour's 
fighting. The troops captured a number 
of prisoners, including Maj.-Gen. Ruis 
Rivera, his chief of staff, Col. Bacallao, 
and his adjutant, Lieut. Terry. 

Gen. Rivera and Lieut. Terry were both 
wounded. Gen, Rivera succeeded Gen. An- 
tonio Maceo in command of the insurgent 
forces in Pinar del Rio and he is considered 
next in military importance to Gen, Maximo 
Gomez. : 

The insurgents left ten men killed and 
the troops, pursuing the enemy, captured 
a quantity of arms, ammunition, dyna- 
mite caps, etc. The troops had one man 
killed, Lieut. Wolgeseffen, and twenty-four 
soldiers were wounded. 

Gen. Rivera and his chief of staff, Col. 
Bacallao, were brought in prisoners at San 
Cristobel, Province of Pinar del Rio, last 
evening.

Plan to Make the Tariff Bill Take Ef- 
fect April 2. 


WASHINGTON March 29.—The proposi- 
tion which has been discussed by the Re- 
publican members of the Ways and Means 
Committee since they began work on the 


tariff bill, that all goods imported after a 
certain date, before the enactment of the 
bill, shall be made to pay the duties carried 
by the bill, is Lkely to n into den- 
ite form.

HELENA. Ark., March 29.—The situation 
here to-day is worse than ever before. The 
river rose 2% inches in the last 24 hours 
and a stiff gale has been blowing almost 
without a moment's cessation since 8 o'clock 
last night. 

Mayor Fritzon issued a proclamation this 
morning reciting the desperate nature of 
the conditions and calling upon all able- 
bodied men and boys to secure spades and 
put themselves under the commanders and 
elevate the levees. 

The proclamation met with prompt and 
hearty response and at this moment 500 or 
600 men are working on the levees. while 
many others are at the hills, filling a long 
line of wagons with dirt to be conveyed to 
the weakest points. The levees are in ex- 
cellent shape considering the long siege and 
the heavy wind, and the knowledge that the 
river is to rise for several days longer has 
nerved every man for the most desperate 
fight ever seen in this country. 

Capt. Nolty of the rescue boat Titan re- 
ports another break. It is at Wood Cottage 
Landing, a mile and a half above Knowl- 
ton’s. The break was 500 feet wide yester- 
day as the Titan passed there, although 
it occurred late Saturday afternoon. This 
break will put all the country not already 
inundated under water down tq Laconia, 
and Capt. Nolty thinks there is little doubt 
that that magnificent body of land will also 
be deluged. The break in the levee at La- 
conia is already in a precarious condition. 

Here at Helena hope is strong, but -a 
desperate fight is being made all along the 
line. To-day the entire front will be raised 
from one to two feet, making the levee 
from four to five feet higher than it was 
when the flood commenced, Many proffers 
of assistance have been received, but Hel- 
ena feels that she is able to take care of 
herself and the stricken ones who apply 
to her for shelter.

The Army Has Not Been Paid for 
Seven Months and Is In- 
subordinate.

NEW YORK, March 29.—The Sun has the 
following cablegram from Havana: 

There is great alarm in Havana on ac- 
count of the signs of insubordination and 
discontent shown by the Spanish troops. 
The army has not been paid for seven 
months. Weyler has given orders to prevent 


a mutiny, keeping the troops as much as 
possible out of the towns. The constant

stimulate a confidence in the army. 

It is said that the crew of the gunboat 
Dependiente has deserted to the insurgents, 
after having burned the gunboat and se- 
cured the arms and ammunition on board. 

An engagement is reported at Aroyas, 
Pinar de io, in which Col. Martinez was 
utterly routed by the Cubans. The place of 
landing of the ex ition of Roloff was 
near Banes in the ovince of Santiago de 
Cuba. The cargo of 6,000 rifles, 3,000,000 
cartridges and two 12-pound Hotchkiss guns 
was safely delivered to Gen. Garcia.

President McKinley has definitely decided 
to send a special commissioner to Cuba. 
The President has in view a close personal

The specific object of the special com- 
misstoner’s visit to Cuba will be to take 
part in the intended investigation of the 
alleged murder of Dr. Ruiz, an American 
citizen. Consul General Lee has absolutely 
refused to join in this investigation on the 
ground that he is convinced the Spanish 
Government will not conduct a fair inquiry, 
and that the decision of the commission 
will be a “‘whitewash"’ for the officials con- 
nected with Ruiz’s death.

Dr. W. W. Boyd's announcement in Sat- 
urday’s Post-Dispatch that he would “pour 
hot shot“ into his critics resulted in the 
Second Baptist Church being crowded to 
overfiowing Sunday night.

The impression prevailed, Dr. Boyd said, 
that the reform movement in St. Louis had 
succumbed to obstacles similar to those 
which failed to retard Nehemiah. On the
